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There la also the taaue of the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
forces, whom the Syrians have allow- 
ed to remain in a number of southern 
Lebanese bastions.

“Vanguards” with suspicion since 
they remain semi-independent of the 
Lebanese state security forces. 
Israel has said only these forces 
would be tolerated in the south.

Not a single agreement concluded 
since the Tom Kippur War with 
Egypt on the one hand and Syria on 
the other had fallen outside the com- 
pass of the Geneva Conference. All 
these agreements specified as their 
basis the same Security Council 
resolution 838 which was the basis of 
the Geneva Conference, Waldheim 
had been told. 

While Waldheim had been told that 
Israel would not accept the FLO at 
Geneva in any guise, he had been 
assured that Israel would accept 
Palestinian representatives from the 
West Bank inside the delegation of 
Jordan.

These. officers, talking with Israel 
journalists at the Good Fence yester- 
day. said they believed their heavy 
shelling of terrorist positions on 
Saturday was responsible for the 
quiet along the confrontation line 
yesterday.

One of the officers claimed they 
had fired more than 800 artillery 
shells at terrorist positions in the 
Beaufort area alone the day before. 
The terrorists took up positions close 
to the Syrians, the Christians said, 
and at least 12 shells fell within the 
perimeter of the Syrians' deploy- 
ment. 

Activity at the Good Fence was as 
usual yesterday.

"Movement of the Arab deterrent 
forces anywhere In Lebanon is dic- 
tated purely by security con- 
siderations ... regardless of their In- 
terpretation internally or exter- 
nally," the statement said. 

Meanwhile, the Syrian troops In 
Lebanon appear preoccupied with 
the Implementation of an Arab 
League-sponsored plan for further 
curbs on the PLO's military and 
political activity in Beirut. 

The Saudi representative on a 
Beirut committee (whose other 
representatives ace from Syria, 
Egypt and Kuwait) said "the im- 
plementation of the I960 Cairo agree- 
ment has begun." The revised ver- 
sion of this agreement calls for 
restricting the PLO presence in pop- 
ulated Lebanese areas and relocating 
the Palestinian refugee camps which 
now are adjacent to Lebanese cities. 

The PLO's military leadership 
warned yesterday of renewed 
fighting In Beirut unless the Syrian 
peace-keeping forces eased up on 
their com bouts. There were ex- 
changes of heavy artillery fire 
between .peace-keeping troops and 
PLO forces in the refugee camps 
south of Beirut over the weekend.

Foreign Minister Allon bad told 
the Cabinet earlier that the visit 
would probably be more of a getting- 
acquainted foray than a round of 
substantive negotiations. 

Israel, said Allon, will restate Its 
basic positions — favouring overall 
peace talks as the best alternative at 
this stage but prepared, too. for end- 
of-war talks. Israel will stress Its 
conviction that the only viable solu- 
tion to the Palestinian problem is the 
Jordanian solution. Israel will 
favour Palestinian Arabs from the 
West Bank participating in a Jorda- 
nian delegation to the Geneva peace 
talks, but will oppose any PLO par- 
ticipation In view of the PLO’s 
“National Convention" which calls 
for Israel's destruction. 

The Cabinet did not manage to 
hold a full-scale debate on the Vance 
visit yesterday for lack of time, but a 
number of ministers managed to 
make related points in the course of 
the explanations they had sought 
from the Prime Minister and the 
Foreign Minister. 

The ILP'a Gideon Hausner 
■ Minister without Portfolio) said 
that the U.S. must surely understand 
Israel's need for arrangements 
providing secure borders. After all. 
the U.S. ensured its own security by 
keeping troops beyond Its borders — 
In Europe, for Instance. 

Hausner urged that Israel press 
for negotiations towards an overall 
peace which would be implemented 
stage by stage. The talks with Cyrus 
Vance should reflect the realities of 
1977 In the Middle East, and not Just 
Israel's existing stands, Hausner 
said. 

The ILP'b Mo she Kol (Tourism) 
and Mapam's Victor Shemtov 
(Health), who had demanded a 
Cabinet discussion on the entire 
Palestine issue, were persuaded to 
wait till next Sunday's Cabinet ses- 
sion when Rabin promised this 
would head the agenda. 

Shemtov said that the peaceful and 
constructive Palestinian element, as 
distinct from the PLO, must play an 
independent role In future talks 
alongside Jordan, and not as a junior 
partner in the Jordan delegation. 

Kol demanded to know what was 
behind the recent statements by 
senior ministers such as Shimon 
Peres (Defence), Ylgal Allon 
(Foreign Affairs) and Y Israel Gall 11 
(without portfolio) about the need to 
contemplate more interim 
agreements. Rabin replied there 
was nothing immediate or substan- 
tive behind them, since the first 
priority was to seek an overall 
peace, and the second to negotiate an 
end to the state of war. 


Plot to 
blow up 
Vance plane 


KUWAIT. — A plot to blow up 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance's 
jetliner when he visits Beirut this 
week has been uncovered In 
Lebanon, the newspaper “Al- 
Kabas" reported here yesterday. 

Quoting travellers from Lebanon, 
the paper said that the plotters, 
members of the dissident “Black 
June" terrorist group, were rounded 
up by members of Fatah and the pro- 
Syrian Sa'eka. 

According to the newspaper, the 
plotters had planned their attack for 
Friday, when Vance is due to arrive 
in Beirut as part of his Middle East 
tour. 

(Black June, aligned with the “re- 
jection front” of Palestinian 
terrorist organizations, names itself 
after the month in 1978 when Syrian 
forces intervened in Lebanon. It 
staged attacks last year on the 
Semlramis Hotel in Damascus and 
the Intercontinental Hotel in Am- 
man, In both of which troops stormed 
the hotels to free hostages held by 
the terrorists.) 

The Post’s Mideast Affairs Editor 
notes: 

The Lebanese authorities had

Accor cf reached on 
wage-price freeze 

Gov’t — Histadrut in late night parley

Representatives of the Govern- 
ment and the Histadrut last night 
reached agreement on a moratorium 
on wages, taxes and prices, which 
will remain in effect until the end of 
June. 

This was reported to The 
Jerusalem Post last night by par- 
ticipants in the negotiating session 
which took place at the Prime 
Minister's Office in Tel Aviv and 
which had not yet ended at press 
time. 

The Government rejected a 
Histadrut demand to extend the 
moratorium until mid-July, but 
relented on the issue of pending 
wage negotiations, on which the 
Histadrut stood Its ground. It agreed 
that such talks could take place, 
provided that the agreements 
reached would go into effect only 
after June. 

According to the agreement, all 
prices are to be frozen except 
seasonal prices of fruit and 
vegetables. 

No Government fees. Including 
those for radio and television 
licences, would be raised during the 
freeze period, nor will local rates be 
raised. 

The Government will make efforts 
to maintain the profitability of ex- 
ports — though creeping 
devaluations win proceed at a slower 
pace. Incentives will be Increased, 
especially for the group with the 
highest dollar value-added (68 per 
cent or more). Dividends to be paid 
during the freeze period may not be 
higher than those paid during 1978. 

The deal is to be tabled In the 
Knesset. Should the legislature fail 
to approve it, the Government in- 
tends to implement the deal through 
Emergency Defence Regulations.

U.S. President Jimmy Carter and 
Vice-President Walter Mond&le have 
not yet formulated any definite plans 
for handling the Middle East dispute 
and will only get down to concrete 
terms after the leaders of the states 
in the area have visited Washington. 

Reporting this to the Cabinet 
yesterday. Washington ambassador 
Sim ha DInitz said Carter and Mon- 
dale stressed that they would work 
hand in hand with Israel whatever 
course they decided to adopt. 

The two U.S. leaders 
demonstrated full understanding for 
this country's situation and showed 
everv concern, fm* its security, 
DInitz said. They had adopted a 
positive approach to Israel's 
demands about southern Lebanon, 
on Increasing the aid allocation to 
Israel, and on denying the PLO 
representative the right to stay In 
the U.S., he said. 

The American refusal to sanction 
sales of Kfir warplanes to Ecuador 
was part of President Carter's global 
policy on reducing arms sales to cer- 
tain regions, and there was nothing 
anti-Israel in the step, Dinitz said. 
Carter's decision to delay the sale of 
the cluster bomba in order to review 
the entire matter was also part of a 
global policy, and not inimical In any 
sense, he said. 

In both cases there was still hope 
that Israel would finally attain Its

Other ministers also had 
criticisms: Transport Minister Gad 
Y&'acobi felt It came too late and 
was too narrow In scope. But he sup- 
ported it as being better than no deal 
at all, in view of the economy’s 
critical state. Commerce and In- 
dustry Minister Halm Bar-Lev warn- 
ed that the freeze could not last more 
than three or four months. He had a 
bitter pill for the industrialists, say- 
ing they would have to absorb price 
rises of raw materials without in- 
creasing the prices of their products. 

After hours of talks last night it 
appeared the package deal was not 
yet ready for conclusion, as the final 
— and major — stumbling block of 
wage negotiations had not been over- 
come. Finance Minister Yehoshua 
Rabin owl tz and the Government in- 
sisted that the four-month freeze

A reaction from an Opposition 
leader came yesterday from the 
Likud's Slxnha Ehrlich (Liberals), 
wbo told reporters the package deal 
was nothing but an elections smoke- 
screen, since neither of the partners 
would be able to implement It. The 
Government could not increase tax- 
es anyway, as it could not muster a 
majority in the Knesset, he said, and 
the Histadrut’s record on strikes was 
even poorer — 76 per cent of the 
strikes held last year were held 
despite opposition or lack of hacking 
from the labour federation, he said. 

The Histadrut Central Committee 
is scheduled to meet on Thursday to 
approve the package deal. But 
observers doubted this would 
placate the more than 70,000 
employees in various unions and 
professional groups who have 
declared labour disputes and are 
scheduled to strike in the coming 
days.

• the "Goshen complex" — real es- 
tate deals for Kupat Holim involving 
lawyer Halm Goshen in which 
Yadlin allegedly received 
kickbacks. There are 27 separate 
deals referred to in the charge sheet. 

■ the "Elia on complex” — Yadlin 
and his sister allegedly received a 
380,000 kickback from a Sole! Boneh 
subsidiary, headed by Mordechai 
Elison, as part of a deed between the 
subsidiary and Kupat Holim . 

Premier’s race

U.S. won’t reconsider 
Kfir deal just yet

The Americans — for the present, 
at least — refuse to discuss the U.S. 
ban on the sale of Kfir jets to 
Ecuador, and this will not be one of 
the subjects in the talks with 
Secretary of State Gyrus Vance 
when he arrives here tomorrow. 

It is understood that, at this stage, 
any further discussion on the re- 
export of American technology in- 
herent in the Kfir jets would be 
senseless. 

With regard to the sale of CO -72 
cluster bombs to Israel ~ originally 
promised by the Ford Administra- 
tion and now under re-appraisal by 
the State Department — Vance is ex- 
pected to tell Israel leaders that no 
final stand has yet been taken. 

It is expected that he will say that 
the final assessment on the sale will, 
be made by the State Department 
only some time after his return to the 
U.S. from the Middle East. 

With regard to the Kfir deal, the 
Americans claim that over 50 per 
cent of its systems, including the 
plane’s engine, aluminum parts and 
avionics, are either of U.S. manufac- 
ture, or manufactured under licence 
from the U.S., and that under no cir- 
cumstances will the current Ad- 
ministration allow a breach in the 
Ironclad rule of not allowing ad- 
vanced American technology to be 
sold to South American countries. 

Other sources, however, have not 
ruled out the possibility that. In 
future, Amerlcazf permission for the 
re-export of technology to South 
American countries will be linked to 
political developments in this region. 
They point out that control over hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars in poten- 
tial Israel exports was “not an in- 
significant card to hold." 

They made it clear, however, that 
Vance had no intention of using “the 
card" on his current visit. 

The Israel argument that, if Kfirs 
arc not sold to Ecuador, other 
manufacturers will enter the market 
with arms just as sophisticated, has 
not been effective with the 
Americans, nor were similar 
arguments by American manufac- 
turers wishing to enter the market in 
the past. 

"It was tremendously frustrating 
for us," one representative of a very 
large American aviation firm told 
The Post , to watch the French sell- 
ing Mirages in South America while

we were not even permitted to ap- 
proach the area.” 

Several sources contacted yester- 
day believed that the Israel request 
for permission to sell Ecuador the 
Kflra was turned down for two 
reasons: America is committed to a 
policy of not allowing advanced U.S. 
technology to reach South America, 
and the entire negotiating process 
was handled very poorly by Israel. 

With regard to the first point it was 
pointed out that, even though the 
Americans have suggested the F-6E 
to Ecuador, the plane is commonly 
called the “U.S. give-away” and 
void of any advanced systems and 
sophistication. American manufac- 
turers were refused permission to 
send out feelers on planes such as 
the Phantom F-4, and it would have 
"opened a Pandora's box with the 
American aviation Industry," it was 
explained, if Israel had received per- 
mission to market the Kfir in

■ While academicians in Govern- 
ment employ yesterday tried to 
avert a strike by their colleagues, 
workers in Haifa and Ma’alot locked 
themselves in their factories, 
demanding pay increases. 

At a hastily called meeting In 
Jerusalem, a dramatic appeal to 
academicians not to strike on Thurs- 
day, as planned* was Issued last 
night by a group of academicians 
from the Foreign Ministry and other 
Government offices. 

In what was described as a spon- 
taneous movement, the members of ‘ 
the group began contacting 
colleagues In Government and other 
national institutions in order to head 
off the work stoppage. 

“Our slogan is ‘a working nation — 
not a striking nation,’ “ said one at 
the participants. “We are trying to 
prevail upon people to avoid strikes 
or sanctions in view of the 
catastrophic labour situation.” 

Not all members of the labour 
force were as understanding. In 
Haifa, the 400 employees of 
Petrochemical Industries Ltd. in the 
bayside zone sprang a surprise 
strike on the management on Friday 
morning, to put more force behind . 
their demands for substantial pay in- 
creases. Hie company, which is a 
private enterprise (all its shares are 
held by investors from South 
America), Is negotiating with the 
shop committee on a new labour 
agreement for 1978/77, the old con- 
tract having expired long ago. 

Hie workers locked the gates and 
are not allowing vehicles to leave or 
enter the compound. The strike is 
disowned by the Haifa Labour Coun- 
cil. 

Workers at the Therm ofil plant at 
Ma’alot, scheduled to go on strike to- 
day, walked off the Job yesterday in- 
stead, and locked themselves in. 

The 40 workers advanced the 
strike by one day when the manage- 
ment tried to dismiss them early 
yesterday, and told them to leave ail 
keys behind. The Ma’alot Labour 
Council secretary, Mordechai 
Cohen, said they Intend to remain 
locked in until their demands are 
met. 


'irne workers want their wages 
equalized with those In other plants 
which manufacture electric wires 
and cables. They also want, the' 
management to post an armed guard 
at night, when the night shift is on' 
duty. Another grievance is* 
management's alleged refusal to 
allow one of them, a mother of five, 
to work seven hours instead of eight, 
advising the woman instead to prac- 
tise birth control. 

Meanwhile the Haifa Labour Court 
yesterday extended for another 
week the postponement it granted 
last Sunday in the hearing of the 
Ports Authority’s application tor an 
injunction against the Marine Of- 
ficers Union. 

The extension was granted at the 
request of both parties, who reported 
good progre ss in the negotiations 
between the union and the 
employees for a unified wage scale 
tor all masters and chief engineers 
employed on shore. They expect to 
reach an agreement within the week. 

Hie agreement would run counter 
to the proposed package deal as it 
will grant raises of several hundred 
pounds, but the union has already 
announced that It does not recognise 
the package deal, and in this case the 
authorities appear to be ready for an 
exception, as the negotiations should 
have been completed already. 

One wage dispute was settled last 
week when the Bank of- Israel In- 
creased salaries by 2K per cent and 
adjusted various allowances, 
amounting to a total of some four per 
cent — It was learned yesterday. 

Some 20 per cent of the employees 
got higher grades, but this, a senior 
bank official said, is a normal annual 
procedure. One central issue of the 
dispute, the signing of a pension 
agreement, has remained open. The 
problem of a pension agreement has 
been on the books in the Bank of 
Israel for many years. 

And, in a meeting between 
Treasury and military officials last 
week it was agreed that the salaries 
of members of the Permanent 
Forces would be readjusted in the 
near future to bring them in line with 
the wage Increments being granted 
other employees In the public sector.

The Treasury is still considering 
what action to take on cigarette ex- 
cise duty, folio wing approval by the 
Public Price Review Board of a 20 
percent increase in factory prices, a 
Commerce and Industry Ministry 
spokesman said yesterday. 

Hie Treasury would have to lower 
the excise rate on tobacco to prevent 
cigarette prices from rising by the 
full 20 per cent. The price increase, 
requested some time ago by the 
manufacturers/ was baaed on the 
higher costs of imported tobacco — 
which makes Up ' 90 per cent of 
cigarettes in Isrsei>~w- of transport 
and of other production costs. 

But excise duty makes up 75 per 
cent of the retail price of cigarettes, 
so that under current rates the fac- 
tory price increase would be mul-

Review of extradition

France and Israel are to review 
their extradition treaty In talks 
weekend at the Qua! d’Ozsay. The 
review follows the recent crisis in 
relations between the two countries 
over the Abu Daaud affair. Officials 
in Jerusalem said the two sides 
would be seeking to correct any 
divergent interpretations of the ex- 
tradition treaty so as to avoid dis- 
putes in the future. 

Representing Israel will be Am- 
bassador Mordechai Geudt and the 
Fbrelgn Ministry's Legal Adviser, 
Dr. Meir Rosenne. 

In the Abu Daoud case, the PVencb 
court rejected Israel's extradition 
request, holding that at the time of 
Abu Daoud's alleged crime (the 
MtmJch massacre of Z972), French 
courts. had no Jurisdiction to try him. 
A law granting them such jurisdic- 
tion was passed only in 1970.' 

Israeli legal experts contended 
that the French court's Jurisdiction 
was not a relevant consideration. 
What mattered was that Israel 
courts, under an Israel law of 1972, 
are competent to try such cases as 
that of Abu Daoud. (This Israeli posi- 
tion has since been endorsed by

Matalon. the 
Finance Ministry's Insurance and 
pension official in the Gaza Strip, 
was accused of receiving HA 0,000 
which according to the charge sheet 
he was supposed to pass on to Asa, 
the Transport Ministry’s represen- 
tative in the Gaza Strip. 

The Judge said that the owner of 
the driving school, who testified that 
he had given the money to Matalon. { 
had contradicted in court his state- 
ment to the police. The Khan Tunis 
man had told the police he un- I 
derstood the money would ensure 
him a permit to give driving lessons.

Two jailed for 
planning, aiding 
hotel arson 

TEL AVTV. — Twenty-three year-old 
Shimon Sofer, convicted of planning 
the fire at the Park Hotel inNetanya 
in which six persons lost their lives, 
was sentenced in the District Court 
yesterday to six and a half years hi 
prison. 

Tzuri Zvi Hayun, 23, who supplied 
the petrol used by two other men to 
set the fire last March was sentenced 
to three years. 

Both men had been charged 
originally with murderand arson, 
but after they admitted the facts 
they were convicted on lesser 
charges. Their lawyers contended 
that they could not be held responsi- 
ble for the six deaths — and injuries 
'sustained by 40 guests — as they 
could not have foreseen such conse- 
quences when they planned and 
abetted the fire in the hotel 
nightclub. 

Two other men — Mordechai 
Azrad and Mbshe Kahalon — were 
sentenced last month to 10 years in 
jail for setting the fire. All four men 
are Netanya residents.

B’nai B’rith 
man urges 
new policy 
group

TEL AVTV. — B’nai B’rith inter- 
national president David Bluxnberg 
Is unhappy about the present state of 
Israel-Dlsspora consultations and 1s 
alarmed at the attempts by some 
Diaspora leaders to conduct a 
parallel foreign policy to that of 
Israel. 

He proposes a new consultative 
body to formulate policies affecting 
international Issues. 

Blum berg said such a body should 
“meet In secret and without undue 
publicity." He Is sure it would have 
considerable influence, because such 
a forum would have, the 
government’s ear and be “truly 
representative of world Jewry.” 

The American Jewish leader 
believes that Ms proposed Israel- 
Diaspora forum would be similar to 
the Jewish Agency, "but different In 
that it would not be oriented to 
money." 

Blum berg Intends submitting his 
idea in more precise formulation to 
the executive bodies of B’nai B’rith in 
the near future. His organization, 
with an annual budget of f 20 m., has 
,a membership of 500,000 in 40 coun- 
tries. 

Blumberg believes that Jewish 
leaders In the Diaspora should not set 
themselves up as intermediaries with 
the Arabs, who should have to speak 
directly to Israel. 

The B’nal B'rlth leader Is opposed 
to -the Idea of DlasporaJeaders going 
on trips to Cairo as part of a bid to 
push a parallel Jewish foreign policy. 
He added the rider that Philip Klutz- 
nik of the World Jewish Congress 
(whom Nahum GoldmSxm has men- 
tioned as leading his delegation to 
Egypt) was a known expert on Mid- 
dle Bast affairs. However, he went 
on, "If I was asked to go»l would 
most definitely refuse." . 

Blumberg stressed that any official 
invitation of this ldnd "must be strict- 
ly above board" and must definitely 
be in coordination with the Govern- 
ment of Israel. 

“Under the present circumstances 
the arrival of such a Jewish delega- 
tion to Cairo would only be useful for 
Arab propaganda,’* Blumberg 
declared. 

He spoke of continuing con- 
sultations in B'nal B’rlth over the 
WJC offer that they affiliate. Two 
meetings have taken place so far 
between them, hut no decision has 
been made by B'nal B'rlth as yeL- 
Bhnnberg said. The matter will be 
taken up again in March when be 
meets Jewish Agency Executive 
chairman Yosef AimogI and Gold- 
mane in Geneva to discuss the future 
of CO JO, the Coordinating Com- 
mittee of Jewish Organizations. 

The B'nal B'rlth' president, here for 
an absorption conference, is highly 
critical of absorption procedures in 
Israel and fears that the enthusiasm 
aroused amo n g American Jews for 
settling in Israel "is being destroyed 
try bureaucracy here." . .

Gaza council 
threatens 
to quit

. The Gasa municipality has 
threatened to resign by March 31 if 
the Government does not act a 
definite date for local elections in the 
Gaza Strip. 

In a circular distributed by the 
municipality In Gaza last week, 
Mbshe Dah&n. an assistant to the 
Gaza Military Governor, was quoted 
as saying that Defence Minister 
Shimon Feres had “promised to 
study the matter. But the holding of 
elections requires governmental and 
legislative arrangements which 
might take months.” 

A spokesman for the Military 
Government said yesterday that, 
while the possibility of holding elec- 
tions was being viewed 
“favourably," procedural problems 
were inevitable, as there had been no 
elections in the Strip since 194 B. 

The circular also carried a state- 
ment by Gaza Mayor Rashad Shawn, 
threatening the municipal council’s 
resignation unless provision Is made 
"to give us some sort of local man- 
date." 

Leaders on the West Bank have 
recently claimed that the Gaza 
municipality doel not represent the 
local residents because it was ap- 
pointed by the military authorities 
rather than chosen by the electorate. 

The municipality also declared its 
support for the Palestine Liberation 
Organization as the sole represen- 
tative of the Palestinian people, but 
called on the PLO to broaden its 
representation to Include Arabs from 
the Administered Territories. 

(Shawa Is known for his sympathy 
for King Hussein and support tor a 
federation between the Gaza Strip, 
the West Bank and Jordan.)

B3RYAT SHMONA. — An organiza- 
tion of "confrontation settlements” 
was founded here yesterday at a 
meeting in the Town Hall.

Deputy Mayor Shlomo 
Ohana, of KIryat Shmona, said the 
group was apolitical, and would In- 
clude settlements belonging to every 
movement or organization. 

However, be pointed out, it would 
not Include the Upper Galilee 
Regional Council, which Includes 
settlements distant from the border. 

The group said it would work to ob- 
tain for Druse and Circassian 
villages the same benefits and con- 
dition s granted to Jewish 
settlements in the region. This was 
welcomed by the head of Hurfelah's 
Local Council, Mahmoud Sabek, who 
said it was "high time the Druse 
villages worked together with their 
Jewish neighbours to achieve com- 
mon goals." 


Invitation to pick through J’lem’s garbage 


Jerusalem, which has shared with 
the world the loftiest spiritual ideas, 
is about to offer it the privilege of sift- 
ing through Its garbage. 

A tender for the first waste recycl- 
ing plant in Israel is to be issued by 
the Municipality within a month. ZvI 
Ofer. head of the Municipal sanita- 
tion department, expressed the hope 
last week that a foreign or local in- 
vestor would build the plant within a 
year-and-a-half. 

The object of the plant would be to 
salvage metal, paper and other 
useful products which constitute the 
bulk of the city’s garbage. It would 
save the city money, Ofer says. In 
addition to becoming a profitable 
operation in itself. It would also 
return to the national economy raw 
materials at present imported at 
considerable cost in foreign curren- 
cy. 

Ofer estimates that, each year, 
5700 tons of metal could be salvaged 
in Jerusalem alone by recycling. The 
bulk of- this would come 1 from -thees-

timared 2.000 Junked cars which are 
burled each year. In addition, Ofer 
says, there could be an annual 
salvaging of 12,000 tons of paper, 4,- 
000 tons of glass, 900 tons of textile 
and 500 tons of wood. 

According to a Municipal study, a 
recycling plant in Jerusalem would 
earn IL2.5m. gross annually at 1975 
prices, a profit in which the 
Municipality would expect to share. 
The cost of setting up such a plant at 
1975 prices was estimated at ILB.Sm. 

The city coUects 300-400 tons of 
garbage a day and buries It in a land- 
fill operation soon to he shifted from 
Azariya to Abu Dis, both just out- 
side the eastern border of the city. 
Collection and disposal costs the city 
some IL40m. annually. 

'A recycling rplant, Ofer says, 
would have ite-owndiznited collection 
facilities. It would pick up paper, for 
instance, f&om-papnfecollection bins 


around the city. (These would 
replace the bins now serving the 
Soldier's Welfare Fund says Ofer.) It 
would pick up metal products direct- 
ly from factories which dump waste 
metals. Such direct collection by the 
privately owned plant would save 
the city some ILlm. annually, Ofer 
says. 

At the plant, set up adjacent to the 
landfill site, garbage brought by 
Municipal trucks would be dumped 
onto conveyor belts from which 
workmen would pick out salvageable 
material. 

A previous 'attempt by the 
Jerusalem Municipality to turn gar- 
bage into gold failed In 1972 when the' 
Danno plant which aimed at turning 
organic waste into compost was clos- 
ed down after a year’s operation. 
The immediate reason was that the 
plant was adjacent to French Hill 
mjd the residents at the new housing 
estate there objected to the odours. 
In-addition, .there bad-proved to_be 
an insufficient market .for compost 
tp make the, plant. profitable.

NAIROBI. — Widespread unrest 
against the regime of President Idl 
Amin has resulted In the killing and 
arrest of Ugandan civilians and 
troops, diplomatic and news reports 
said yesterday. 

The “Observer" newspaper in 
London said hundreds of persons had 
been killed and arrested in a purge 
which began about a week ago after 
an abortive plot to kill Amin in late 
January. 

The report was filed by 
"Observer" Africa correspondent 
David Martin, who has close con- 
tacts with former Uganda president 
Milton Obote and other Ugandan ex- 
iles, and who has previously filed 
stories of widespread unrest and 
atrocities in Uganda. 

Diplomatic sources, news reports 
and Ugandan exiles yesterday all 
confirmed there had been incidents 
in Uganda in recent weeks and con- 
tinuing nnrest against Amin, 
although there was no immediate 
confirmation of many of the details 
of the "Observer” story. 

* In a story prepared for publication 
today, Nairobi *8 “Nation" said 3fi 
civilians were killed last Friday in 
Northern Uganda and Amin had also 
afrested 36 non-commissioned of- 
ficers, who had demanded a govern- 
ment reorganization. 

The "Nation" said the civilians — 
all members of the Acholi and Lango 
tribes, were killed in the Northern 
Uganda towns of Oulu, Lira and 
Apac, and subsequently 16 bullet- 
riddled bodies were found floating in 
the Malaba River. 


200 EVACUATED — About 30,000 
visitors were evacuated from 
Tokyo's Veno Zoo yesterday follow- 
ing two telephone calls that three 
bombs had been planted there, 
police said. Some 200 Zoo workers 
and 40 policemen searched the zoo 
after its third biggest crowd of the 
year was evacuated from four exits 
in 89 minutes but no bombs were 
found, police said.

BONN. — West German Defence 
Minister Georg Leber is to be sued 
for defamation by Hana -Ulrich 
Rude l, German wartime flying ace 
and self-professed Nazi sym- 
pathizer. 

In a parliamentary debate last 
week. Leber said as long as he was 
Defence Minister, Rndel would not 
be allowed on army premises again. 
The debate arose because of the dis- 
missal of two leading German 
generals who allowed Rudel to par- 
ticipate in an air force reunion 
attended by trainee pilots last 
November. 

Rudel was subsequently guest 
speaker at the Munich neo-Nazi rally 
where Serge and Beate Klarsfeld 
were assaulted.

THE AMERICAN "no" to Israel’s sale of 24 Kfir 
Jets to Ecuador has understandably aroused the 
anger of local manufacturers and caused disap- 
pointment to those seeking the expansion of our 
still fledgling aviation industry. After all, it is 
plain good business sense that only exports make 
industry viable when a local market can take 
only so much of a product 

Of course, the political implications of such a 
deal are much more wide-ranging and brlng-lnto 
focus all that is realistic and sordid in politics. 
But until we can lessen our dependence on U.S. 
financial and technological aid in arms 
manufacture and supply, our politicians can do 
little except exercise their powers of persuasion 
in Washington. 

The other aircraft deal we swung with Latin 
America, was with Honduras. It brought us 
better luck with the Americans; since it was a 
matter of a refurbished obsolete plane, albeit 
powered with an American engine, it-got a reluc- 
tant nod of approval in Washington. 

It can now be said that Ecuador does have an 
option: in case, buying the French Mirage* 
F-l which ranks with the Kfir. So if the 
Ecuadoreans do opt for the F-l, the American 
argument for not wanting Latin Americans to 
get sophisticated arms is rather hollow. The 
la tin Americans have a wide-open field — Bri- 
tain. France and Russia — and the only limit is 
their ability to pay the price. 

So much for the Kfir and the Americans. We 
are now concerned about the reason Ecuador 
wants Israel’s presumably superior Kfir, and we 
must go back to the previous century to unders- 
tand something about this.

But wl 
it does want now Is a sovereign corridor to t 
Amazon River which could give It an outlet j 
its petroleum to Brazil. 

Which brings us back to our original theme 
Ecuador’s desire to purchase Kfir jets.

ECUADOR AND PERU have a longstanding dis- 
pute over sovereignty in the upper Amazon 
basin. Recently, Ecuador cancelled a visit by the 
Peruvian President because Peru would give no 
public pledge that the border question would be 
brought up. 

The disputed area is composed of mountains, 
swamps and riven inhabited mostly by Indian 
tribes, but It is — as you may well have guessed 
by now — oil-rich. Reports at the time said the 
cancellation of the visit, the first meeting 
between leaders of the two countries since they 
went to war In 1941 over the Amazon, followed In- 
tensive diplomatic exchanges. 

The problem Is that Ecuador doesn't recognize 
the treaty which It says It was forced to sign 
after the. 1941 war — the fourth fought by the two 
over thia question. For Peru, the Rio Protocol 


signed in January 1942 and underwritten by 
Argentina, Brazil, Chile and the U.S.. solved the 
problem. 

The treaty placed Ecuador’s frontiers north of 
the main Amazon basin on the upper navigable 
reaches of three Amazon tributaries, the Napa, 
Pastaza and Santiago. But Ecuador’s claim la* 
that its borders once included almost the entire 
upper basin south of the M&ranon and Amazon 
rivers. 

Ecuador keeps this question alive, and the 
Ecuadorean Foreign Minister last year 
reasserted his country's claim at the UN 
Genera] Assembly. 

This dispute, goes back to the early 19th cen- 
tury. It must.be remembered that such border 
troubles stem from the random manner in which 
the countries gained their independence from 
Spain. Under Spanish rule the separate areas 
had little sense of nationhood and borders were 
mapped according to geographical convenience. 


BY COMPARISON , the present borders of the in- 
dependent nations in Africa remain the way the 
former colonial rulers arbitrarily drew them to 
suit their own purposes during the mad scramble

Last year it was al 
reported that Ecuador was in the market I 
modern Interceptor planes. 

Then last month, “Aviation and Spa 
Technology", the reputable American joura 
disclosed that Ecuador and Israel Aircraft ] 
dustries had signed a contract for the delivery 
24 Kflrs. It may be only a coincidence, hut the 
Jaguars and 24 Kfirs match the total of 36 Sov 
jets which are going to Peru. 

Nobody pretends that the border dispute cm 
be a .cause for a new war, but it could be that! 
leaders of both sides are taking no chances. Bo 
Ecuador and Peru have said that their an 
purchases are not for warlike purposes but. a 
solely for replacing obsolete weaponry. 

Common sense would certainly dictate tt 
they should do so by buying — if not the best 
then the next best equipment.

— The Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA) said 
on Saturday — that It was in- 
vestigating reports that sub- 
standard parts were sold to 
helicopter fleets serving such 
leaders as Britain's Queen 
Elizabeth, the Shah of Iran and 
President Anwar Sadat of Egypt. 

The FAA was commenting on a 
"Washington Post” report alleging a 
scandal over potentially sub- 
standard material sold to a number 
of foreign countries for their civilian 
and military helicopter fleets. 
Replacement of the parts, the paper 
said, would cost 3100m. 

The "Post," quoting an industry 
Informant whom It did not name, 
said the military fleets serve Nato 
forces. 

The paper said the parts were 


manufactured by U.S. firms which 
did not know the required 
specifications and were then given 
markings and certi cates by another 
firm alleging them to be genuine 
parts from reputable helicopter 
manufacturers, such as Bell or 
Sikorsky. 

It quoted helicopter industry of- 
ficials as saying that If the charges 
were true, it could force the groun- 
ding of hundreds of European 
military helicopters. 

Hie FAA said It opened a probe 
several weeks ago, but would have 
no further comment. (Reuter) 


MOSCOW. — Dutch officials 
v estimating war crime allege!

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‘Russian woodpecker’ bugs Europe’s radio

COPENHAGEN. — A high-powered 
radio beam disrupting short-wave 
broadcasts all over northern Europe 
has been identified here as a new 
Soviet radar system that "bends’.* 
with the curvature of the earth. 

The beam is known as “the Rus- 
sian Woodpecker" in Britain 
because of the staccato drilling 
sound it makes. It appears to be 
coming from a site southeast of 
Minsk. 

According to Danish military in- 
telligence, the system appears 
designed to pick up incoming low- 
flying aircraft or missiles that elude 
conventional radar screens. Two 
such targets, according to the 
Danes, would be the U.S. Cruise mis- 


sile and B-l bomber, both still under 
development. 

Danish technicians have establish- 
ed that the beams emanate from & 
radar system and the device is es- 
sentially defensive, according to 
military sources. They rule out 
speculation that the transmissions 
are part of an offensive aimed at giv- 
ing the Soviets a strike capability 
after a nuclear attack. 

The Danes, however, readily 
acknowledge they are able to make 
only a limited examination of the 
Soviet beams, J The U.S., with it* 
satellites and other advanced equip- 
ment, is relied upon by Denmark and 
other Nato allies to deliver a 
definitive analysis. 


The Danish Postal and Telegraph 
Administration first picked up the 
signals In August, according to 
Borge Nielsen, the chief engineer. 
Copenhagen sent routine complaints 
to. the Soviet telecommunications 
authorities. These were Ignored. 

So Denmark, with Norway, 
protested formally to the Soviet 
Foreign Ministry lost November. 
That produced a reply of sorts. The 
Soviets said they were carrying out 
experiments and would make an ef- 
fort to reduce the interference. 

Identical messages were given to 
other protesting nations, but the 
signals continue. Last autumn, the 
victims tried to Invoke the aid of the 
International Telecommunications 
Union In Geneva, the international 
governing body for radio traffic.

It stresses the varied 
reactions of bereaved mothers and 
wives, which range from reflections 
on the futility of raising successive 
generations of sons to fight con- 
tinuing wars, to resigned acceptance 
of a fate and sometimes deep 

bitterness and resentment 

“The Days to Come," written by 
Yehoahua Sobol, Is a study of old 
age. with old people living mainly in 


the past, clinging to the present, and 
afraid to look too hard into the 
future. 

These three plays, together with 
“Co -existence," form the basis for 
"Voices from Israel.” Personally, I 
found it regrettable that no material 
was Included from " Nerves" or 
"Crisis," both of which deal with the 
problems of the Sephardi under- 
privileged.

ONCE upon a time. there was an 
architect in Haifa who hated to 
spend public money on gaudy trap- 
pings. When the people of Ha dor 
Hacarmel asked him to design a syn- 
agogue, he took pains to produce a 
plan which would coat next-to- 
nothlng to build. When tbe syn- 
agogue was erected, it looked little 
better than a shed topped by a cylin- 
dric roof. After a while, nobody 
came to worship there. 

At last, the parishioners decided to 
have a proper synagogue. The old 
structure was scrapped and a new 
building constructed. It cost much 
more — but It serves its useful pur- 
pose to this day. 

This story was released by 
Mordochai Shoshany, head of the 
architectural division of the Public 
Department, when he replied to the 
Honourable Mention given to his of- 
fice by the jury of the Hechter Prize 
for Architecture recently.

But the impact of the parable, which 
he couched in Agnoneaque Hebrew, 
was crystal clear to the Bet 
Ha'mehandes audience, composed 
mainly of professionals. The 
message was simply this: Stop 
building ugly shacks for government 
offices on the grounds that public 
money must be saved. A building 
which does not suit its functions and 
la an eye-sore eventually debilitates 
both officials and the public. Thus 
money saved will be more than lost 
In the long run. People must live with 
the buildings they see and use. Good 
buildings make life easier. 

Veteran architect A rye Sharon, 
the recipient of the Hechter Prize 
(for his Yad Mbrdechal Memorial 
Museum), went even further. Israel 
. has progressed architecturally well 
enough and some of its buildings 


What a 
building 
should be 


Gcrshon Zipper’s ideas about 
town-planning are somewhat 
different. The chairman of the 
architects* division of the Engineers 
and Architects Association wants us 
to seek inspiration from the Orient in 
which we live. The clustered look of 
an Arab village is sound logic, not 
the product of a disorganized mind. 

The need to be close to one another 
in order to repel attacks from 
without may no longer be valid, but 
the sun still strikes hard in this part 
of the world and closely-built 
houses provide the redeeming shade. 
Moreover, modern man has realized 
that there is joy in walking in ear- 
less streets. 

Modern architecture therefore 
plans new estates so that residents of 
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the best efforts in the world. “But we 
' have not yet learned to live graceful- 
ly in towns." Sharon said. 

As a challenge to architects, 
Sharon suggested planning towns in 
such a way that. neighbour hoods are 
created around small piazzas and lit- 
tle gardens — an Idea obviously in- 
spired from mediaeval Italy.

a neighbourhood may walk to their 
civic and shopping centre without 
encountering vehicular traffic. All 
this was tried in an interesting pro- 
ject in Bcershcba. 

However, there are tew examples 
of tbe new approach in the current 
exhibition of architecture at the 
Helena Rubinstein Pavilion of the 
Tel Aviv Museum. The Israeli 
architect has so far given too little 
thought to urban planning. Zippor 
admits. He has directed his inven- 
tiveness towards exploiting the up- 
ward leap which characterized the 
Irst decade. 

For various reasons, one of them 
the skyrocketing prices of land, high- 
rise buildings were permitted by the 
authorities. Not only Tei Aviv chang- 
ed its skyline. The fight against tall 
fauildingB became almost a political 
is sue in Jerusalem. 

Planning a large building gives the 
architect more scope to display his 
talents as a practical visionary. The 
Tel Aviv exhibition abounds in ex- 
amples of tall buildings, some of un- 
deniable beauty. The latest fad is to 
construct high-rises around a central 
stem — there is one rising in Tel 
Aviv’s Rehov Weizmann, where IBM 
is to be housed. 

It was. indeed, a revolution. 
Architects were no longer afraid to 
add purely decorative features. 
Barren simplicity was no longer 
regarded as an indication of 
economy. 

The obstacle to well-planned hous- 
ing is psychological rather than 
economic. City fathers and 
ministerial bosses are afraid of 
criticism in the press about public 
money being squandered, though the 
difference between well-planned and 
ugly building hardly changes the 
overall costs. Ben-Gurion was 
furious at the Hlstadrut for building 
"luxurious" headquarters in Rehov 
Arloaoroff — an audacious project 20 
^■yejars.ago but, one which looks quite 
rrWtffiftt totfkX* ::•:!•*• it . - v 
•• -.The country would have looked 
^o^TaUrncJtlve had the 
architects' had their way with the 
planning authorities. Zippor says. 
"But, of course, an architect is only 
an expert who Is to provide 
suggestions to the client." 

And the client, as we know from 
experience, has generally very little 
notion of what a building should be.

Haifa U’s new rector is 


expert on human stress 


HAIFA UNIVERSITY’S new rector 
Is Prof. Shlomo Breznitz. He was 
elected by the University Senate a 
few months ago to succeed Gabriel 
Warburg, the Middle East specialist. 
Breznitz was born in Czechoslovakia 
40 years ago and came to Israel in 
1M9. He studied sociology and psy- 
chology at the Hebrew University, 
was awarded his Ph.D. there and 
served as guest lecturer at 
Maryland University. He returned to 
Israel in 1974 to take up a post as lec- 
turer on psychology. A year later he 
was elected deputy rector and put in 
charge of Haifa U.’s planning 
department. 

His main field of scientific Interest 
during the past ten years has been 
human behaviour under conditions 
of stress: problems like effective 
warning systems against danger, 
what doctors should tell canc er 
patients, the effect of time-shortage 
on decision-making, tbe link between 
fear reactions and the speed of relax- 
ation. 

In 1975 the U.S. Army Research 
Institute for Social and Behavioral 
Sciences in Arlington, Virginia, 
granted Prof. Breznitz IL5 00,000 for 
three years research in “Effective 
Warning Systems.” Since then he 
has conducted laboratory and field 
research on the characteristics of 
various warning systems and their 
effect on the degree of fear in people 
awaiting a frightening event. In 
students before examinations, or in 
patients about to undergo surgery. 
The grant arose from contacts 
between the American scientists and 
Prof. Breznitz who. served as a con- 
sultant to the^army -while be- was 
teaching in Maryland. 

• During his r esea rch he examined 
the efficiency of warning systems in 
natural disasters like hurricanes, 
floods, etc. He has concluded that an 
effective wanting system "on the 
one hand does not arouse too much 
fear, on the other encourages people 
to take all necessary steps to be 
prepared."

come. Despite the generous help of 
his friend Friedrich Engels, it was 
never easy for Marx to make a living 
and there were times when he ex- 
isted in abject poverty. 

It was the famous editor of the 
"New. York Daily Tribune,” Charles 
A. Dana, who asked Marx for ar- 
ticles on British and international 
developments. Marx agreed willing- 
ly as he liked the paper's liberal 
tendencies. For the basic infor- 
mative background be relied on the 
British and Continental press. 
However, preoccupied with various 
other writings at the time — and with 
learning Spanish — he requested 
Engels, by then already running the 
Manchester office of Ms father's 
business in Elberfeld — to write 
some of the articles. 

Engels, selfless friend and ad- 
mirer that he was, agreed after 
some hesitation. Thus it was actually 
Engels who wrote the introductory 
series of 19 articles on "Revolution 
and Counter-Revolution in Ger- 
many" which appeared in the "New 
York Daily Tribune” over a whole 
year from October 25, 1851, till Oc- 
tober 28, 1852. These articles, when 
printed, were all signed by Karl 
Marx who. with Engel’s consent, 

• also received the remuneration of £1 
per article (a fee later raised by 
Dana to £2). Incidentally, Engels'

Subsequently, Marx joined Engels 
in supplying the New York paper 
with articles. Encouraged by Dana, 
who had expressed his satisfaction 
with "the German series,” Marx 
wrote on August 2, 1852, (in German) 
an article on British developments. 
Be sent- this manuscript, entitled 
"The Elections — Tories and 
Whigs.” to Engels in Manchester for 
translation and then dispatched It to 
the New York paper which published 
it on August 28. 

Various articles followed on other 
British topics as well as on 
developments in Italy, the Middle 
East, India. China and other parts of 
the world. Strange as it may sound, 
the first representative collection of 
the articles written by Marx (or 
Engels) from 1851 till 1861 for the 
"New York Dally Tribune” was 
edited by an Israeli and appeared 
only in 1988. "Karl Marx on 
Cblonlaham and Modernization — 
his despatches and other writings on 
China, India, Mexico, the Middle 
East and North Africa,” was edited 
and Introduced by Prof. Shlomo 
Avineri of the Hebrew University, 
now Director-General of the Israel 
Foreign Ministry, and published by 
Doubleday & Co., New York. 

Unfortunately, it is often 
rather difficult to decide 
which of tne articles were written by 
Marx and which by Engels (under 
Marx’s editorial supervision) though 
the correspondence between the two 
is of some help. Generally, it seems 
that the more political and reflective 
articles were' by Marx while those 
with strategic and military im- - 
plications came from Engels (in con- 
sultation with Marx.) 

Trouble started when Marx realis- 
ed that Dana was publishing several 
articles anonymously or using them 
as material for his own editorials. 
Marx was very angry at these 
manipulations and asked Dana that 
either everything he sent should 
appear under his name or that all the 
articles should be used without any 
name at all. Dana chose the latter 
course making it even more difficult 
to establish the authorship of some of 
the articles with certainty. 


ONE OF THE first basic Middle 
East pieces headlined “Turkey" 
appeared In the “New York Daily 
Tribune" of April 7. 1858. prefaced in 
Avincri’s edition with the note — 
"Written by Engels at Marx’s re- 
quest.” The article vividly describes 
• tiie international' scene before the 
outbreak of the Crimean War in 
which, followingthe Russian occupa- 
tion of the D&nubian provinces of 
Moldavia and Wallachia, ’ Britain 
joined forces with Turkey and 
franco against the Czarist intrusion. 
The next article on "The real issue in 


TUrkey," printed on April 12, 1853, 
complements its forerunner. Marx 
went back to the Turkish scene with 
the article "Russian Policy against 
Turkey” (NYDT of July 14, 1853) and 
‘finally with the famous leader of 
April 15, 1854, in which he dealt par- 
ticularly with the situation in 
Jerusalem and the Holy Places. 
Marx-Engels did not go back to the 
subject of the Middle East until 
August 11, I860, with an article on 
disturbances in Syria. 

In the article of April 15, 1854 — 
most probably written by Marx 
himself — the author depicts the 
Holy City as a miserable place 
where, “according to a recent 
traveller, all the religious rubbish of 
the different nations Hve separated 
from each other, hostile and jealous, 
a nomad population. Incessantly 
recruited by pilgrimage or 
decimated by the plague or op- 
pressions... Jerusalem is but a place 
where everyone arrives to pitch his 
tent and where nobody remains.” 

In another paragraph Marx 
speaks of “the sedentary population 
of Jerusalem" which “numbers 
about 15,000 souls, of whom 4000 are 
Musulmans, and 8000 Jews. The 
Musulmans, forming about a fourth 
part of the whole, and consisting of 
Turks, Arabs and Moors, are. of 
course, the masters in every respect, 
as they are in no way affected by the 
weakness of their Government in 
Constantinople. 

"Nothing equals the misery and 
the suffering of the Jews in 
Jerusalem, inhabiting- the most 
filthy quarter of the town, called 
hareth-el-yahoud, In the quarter of 
dirt, between the Zion -and the 
Moriah, where their synagogues are 
situated — the constant object of 
Muaulman oppression and in- 
tolerance, insulted by the Greeks, 
persecuted by the Latins, and living 
only upon the scanty alms 
transmitted by their European 
brethren. The Jews however, are not 
natives, but from different and dis- 
tant countries, and are only at- 
tracted to Jerusalem by the desire of 
Inhabiting the Valley of 
Jehoshaphat; and to die on the very 
place where the redemption is to be 
expected... To make these Jews 
more miserable, England and 
Prussia appointed. * in 1840, an 
Anglican bishop at Jerusalem, 
whose avowed object is their conver- 
sion. He was dreadfully thrashed in 
1845. and sneered at alike by Jews. 
Christians and Turks. He may in 
fact, be stated to have been the first 
and only cause of a union between all 
the religions at Jerusalem..." 


Hebrew University and author of

SUberner recalls that Marx, at the 
very beginning of bis career, defined 
the Jews as a “chimeric nation." 
repeatedly as "a religious sect" and 
frequently as a degenerate com- 
munity of people interested mostly 
in money and other material 
benefits. His worst formulations are 
to be found in his pamphlet of 1843, 
"Zur Judengfrage,” written in reply 
to two brochures by JBk-tmo Bauer. 

The man who with this anti- Jewish 
booklet provided the renascent an- 
tisemitic movement in Central 
Europe with exactly the propaganda 
slogans it needed, hailed both pater- 
nally and maternally from great 
rabbinical families. His father, a 
lawyer by profession, converted to 
Christianity together with his wife 
and children in 1824 (when Karl was 
six years old).

Many essays have been written to 
explain how it came about that Karl 
Marx, Jewish by origin and deeply 
Jewish in his Intellectual heritage 
and In his belief in human evolution 


and ethical development as first ex- 
pressed by the Biblical prophets — 
bow this triple Jew became the 
greatest “Jewish self-hater" of 
modern times, to use Theodore 
Lessing's excellent expression. One 
of the psychological explanations 
brought forward for this affliction 


has been that be had a deep-seated 
hatred for his mother which he 
transferred to her family and people. 

Unfortunately, in the days when 
Marx was young, psychoanalysis 
had not yet been discovered. In fact, 
in 1883, the year that Marx died, 
Freud was only 27 years old. 
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MARX's article of April 15. 1854, has 
a special place in his work and cor- 
respondence as it Is the one and only 
occasion on which in speaking of 
Jews he does not attack, denigrate or 
ridicule them. This Is also the view of 
one of the most thorough experts on 
the specific subject of Marx end the 
Jeuj, : Prof. Edmund SUberner of the

TWO NEW technologies arc to meet 
In the Negev wastes in another, 
decade. Their encounter will cause a 
golden explosion that will not only 

bring Israel close to self-sufficiency 
In food but will offer the prospect of 
staving off the starvation threaten- 
ing millions in the Third World. 

This is the vision of Dr. Raanan 
Weitz and rises out of a new Israeli 
desalination process and new 
methods of grain growing being 
developed here. The marriage of 
these two technologies is to take 
place within The Southern Project, 
Wcitz’s plan tor the creation of 100- 
150 new settlements between Yamit 
and Becrshoba within 15 years. If the 
marriage proves successful; the 
number of settlements could be even 
greater than currently planned. . 

"The sky will be the limit," says 
Weitz. chairman of the Jewish Agen- 
cy's Settlement Department. 

Hie desalination method, devised 
by Prof. Abraham Kogan of the 
Technion, has been undergoing 
development in pilot plants In Haifa 
since 1973. A larger, semi-industrial 
plant is now being planned. It Is ex- 
pected to produce water at 30 per 
cent less than the cheapest existing 
desalination process. 

The Southern Project, as Weitz 
originally published It in 1973, was so 
bold as to seem visionary. As amend- 
ed to incorporate the Kogan method. 
It still seems to rise to the level of 
prophecy — prophecy, however, that 
comes with a precise set of instruc- 
tions for self-fulfilment. 

By the 1990s, says Weitz, the 
energy crisis will have been over- 
come, but the world will be locked in 
something far worse — a food crisis. 
Only four or five nations will have 
the capacity to produce a surplus of 
grain; the rest of the world will be 
feeding from their tables but at a 
cost so steep that millions will face 
starvation. (The Bangladesh fa min e 
several years ago occurred when 
that country could not meet 
American wheat prices.) Weitz 
points out that grain is the staff of 
life not just as bread, but also as 
meat, milk products, and eggs, 
which are simply grain transformed 
by animals into other substances. 
Israel at present grows as much as 
half of its own wheat requirements, 
but only 30-15 per cent of the grains 
needed for its animals. In order to 
make ourselves totally self- 
sufficient in groins, he has prepared 
a plan for growing them as they have 
never been grown before. 

"When this plan is realized," he 
says, "the Negev will become the 
grain store for the nation. It will be 
an historic breakthrough." 

GRAIN PRODUCTION is based on 
two elements — an expanse of land 
for cultivation, and rainfall. It has 
been impossible tor countries with a 
dense population or little rainfall to

toed themselves properly. But by us- 
ing desalinate d water and intensive 
rather than extensive cultivation, 
snys Weitz, this can be changed. 

"It would be like Prometheus 
bringing fire to man. It would give 
the human race a capacity possessed 
until then only by divine force. It 
would be in this sense man-made 
grain, grain grown the way 
vegetables are grown." 

Irrigation of grain-fields was 
begun in some rain-scarce areas of 
the Negev 10 years ago. Tt has also 
begun experimentally in some coun- 
tries abroad, says Weft*. But the 
critical step Is to make this artificial 
watering serve a sophisticated 
system of crop production. 

The first move in this direction 
was made here in the past year, 
when drip irrigation of grain-fields 
was introduced experimentally. 
Drip irrigation saves water by 
avoiding the evaporation loss in- 
curred by sprinklers. Beyond that, 
however. It permits fertilizers to be 
mixed with the water and fed direct- 
ly to plant roots. 

The most important step is the 
development of new “water- 
responding" varieties of grain which 
issue high yields under this con- 
trolled irrigation. Work on this is 
already In progress. 

"I think that in 10 to 13 years this 
system could be applied on a com- 
mercial basis," says Weitz. By that 
time, he hopes, the Kogan process 
will be providing water at 18 cents 
per cubic metre (the cheapest ex- 
isting desalinated water costs 24 
cents) and the new cultivation 
process will be yielding two crops a 
year with a total of 2.5 tons per 
dunam. Irrigated fields can today 
yield two tons. 

"Narrowing the final gap to 
the commercial stage by reducing 
water costs by a third and increasing 
crap yields by a quarter is the most 
difficult in the development process, 
because of the law of diminishing 
returns." says Weitz. "But I’m confi- 
dent we’re nearing the turning 
point.” The Kogan method 
eliminates the need tor the large 
amount of metal tubing which ac- 
counts for 40 per cent of the capital 


Investment In a conventional 
desalination plant. Known as the 
Direct Contact Condensation 
Distillation Method, it involves two 
streams of liquid — one hot brine and 
the other cold distilled water — flow- 
ing side by side within the same con- 
tainer but separated by a low 
divider. Vapour from the brine con- 
denses on the surface of the other 
current. A small pilot plant employ- 
ing this method was set up In 1973 at 
the Electric Corporation’s power 
plant in Haifa, distilling 40 cubic 
metres a day. A larger, semi- 
industrial plant producing 200 cubic 
metres a day went into operation six 
months ago. The lessons learned is 
these operations. Kogan said in a re- 
cent interview, now makes possible 
the immediate construction of a 
demonstration plant producing 8.000 
cubic metres a day. the same as Is 
being produced by one of the 1 
desalination plants at Eilat. By 
becoming self-sufficient in grain. 
Israel would not only free itself from 
possible political pressures 
associated with food supply but 
would save a considerable amount of 
foreign currency. In 1975. 3200m. 
was spent on imported grain, twice 
the figure for 1973. The real cost is 
expected to continue its rise. Weitz 
sees the technologies developed here 
being adapted by other countries 
poor in land and rain. 

GRAIN-GROWING settlements are 
only the final stage of the Southern 
Project envisioned by Weitz. He 
proposes the creation of a major new 
settlement region that will link the 
Rafiah Approach settlements with 
the Bcershcba area. In this area of 
3.250.000 dunams there are today 
only 33 settlements. Weitz suggests 
adding between 300 and 350 new 
ones. The bulk of .them would be bas- 
ed on glasshouse growing of winter 
vegetables modelled on the new 
moshav of Sdo Nitzan, whose 
members are mostly American im- 
migrants. This ultra-intensive type 
of agriculture is aimed principally at 
export to European markets, and is 
expected to be highly profitable. 
Although today a seeming 
wasteland, the area is ideally suited 
for this kind of agriculture. The aoll. 


High Court on trouble at Tamra 


(Cbntfaaed from Thursday) 
DECISION 

Justice Berenson, who delivered 
the decision of the High Court, first 
considered the petitioner's argu- 
ment that the District Commissioner 
— the first respondent — had been 
moved by extraneous con- 
siderations. as bis main purpose in 
disbanding the Council had been to 
prevent, for political reasons, the 
removal from office of the second 
respondent. 

In dismissing it, he held that it was 
clear that It was the faulty ad- 
ministration of the Council which 
had been the decisive consideration 
in its disbanding, and that if there 
had been any political con- 
■ sideratlons they were. In the cir- 
cumstances, an integral part of the 
issue and therefore legitimate. 
For.be pointed oat, if a local council 
elects to engage in national politics, 
which do not cqme within its 
province, Instead of looking after 
those local affairs which do come 
within its purview, then It cannot 
blame the district and central 
government authorities for taking 
this into account when concluding 
that the only way to prevent 
catastrophe is to disband the local 
council, and appoint a commission to 
govern the village. 

Turning next to the petitioners’ 
contention that by appointing a com- 
mission the first respondent had 
robbed the local, elected govern- 
ment of its representative character. 
Justice Berenson noted that all were 
agreed that the substitution of an 
elected council by an appointed com- 


mittee was a far-reaching measure 
which prejudiced the democratic im- 
age of local government. But, he 
held, there was no alternative when 
democracy was exploited for ul- 
terior purposes while at the same 
time day-to-day local government 
was neglected. 

He agreed with the views express- 
ed by the District Commissioner In 
his reply to the order xiri, that if in 
fact democratic representation were 
prejudiced, then this would apply in 
all cases where section 38 of the 
Local Councils Ordinance Is Invoked. 
For the legislature had, it would 
seem, preferred proper administra- 
tion of local affairs by a temporarily- 
appointed committee to nominal 
democracy which allowed ad- 
ministrative irresponsibility and 
financial collapse. 

Turning next to the petitioners* 
argument that they had been un- 
aware of the Commissioner's war- 
ning until the Council had in fact 
been disbanded, Justice Berenson 
noted that the warning had been con- 
veyed to the second respondent who. 
in his capacity as Chairman of the 
Council, should have communicated 
It, and all other matters concerning 
the Council, to the other members. 
The petitioners might, therefore, 
have a justifiable complaint against 
the second respondent, but not 
against the Commissioner. 

However, he continued, it should 
be remembered that one of the 
petitioners had served as Deputy 
Chairman of the Council and as such 
had been fully aware of all its cor- 
respondence and business. 


Furthermore, all the Council 
documents were open to inspection 
by its members, and if it was true 
that the petitioners did not know of 
the Commissioner’s warning, then 
this only showed their lack of in- 
terest in the day-to-day work of the 
Council and further justified its dis- 
bandment and the appointment of a 
Committee which would not neglect 
the village’s affairs. 

• Justice Berenson then went on to 
consider the petitioners’ argument 
that the Commissioner should not 
have taken the draconic step of dis- 
banding the Council -under section 88 
before first trying the less drastic 
measure of appointing someone to 
fulfil those specific duties which the 
Council had failed to fulfil, as he was 
entitled to do under section 36 of the 
Local Councils Ordinance. 

In dismissing this argument, he 
pointed out that the measures outlin- 
ed in sections 36 and 38 were com- 
pletely different and separate, one 
not being dependent on the other. 
For while section 36 deals with 
failure on the part of a local council 
to carry out some specific duty or 
work, section 38 deals with a general 
failure on the part of a local council 
“to carry out the good administra- 
tion of the area of its jurisdiction.” 

In the latter case a more drastic 
measure Is required than in the 
former case, so as to enable all the 
functions of the local council to be 
properly carried out. Since in the 
present case the local council had 
neglected and mishandled the 
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mostly a sand layer on a loess base, 
is permeable and can be tilled a tow 
hours after irrigation.

He 
sees Israeli winter crops winning 10 
per cent of that market by the early 
’90s. 

THE PROJECT calls for 30,000 new 
farming units to be based on 
glasshouse vegetable or flower 
growing (three dunams to a unit) 
and 3.000 units based on advanced- 
technology grain growing each unit 
of so dunams). For each farm fami- 
ly, another two will be necessary for 
services, bringing the total number 
of families involved In the project to 
35.000. Ibis would mean an increase 
of 170,000 in the Negev's population. 
Many would be new Immigrants in- 
cluding academics wbo wish to 
become scientific farmers utilizing 
advanced agro-technology. The 
Southern Project has already been 
launched. The Agriculture Ministry 
has endorsed the idea Insofar as the 
creation of settlements based on in- 
tensive growing of vegetables and 
flowers is concerned. Half a dozen 
such settlements have already been 
created or are in the process of con- 
struction. Detailed surveys arc 
presently underway to determine the 
siting of the remainder. Settlements 
based on intensive grain production 
are more than a decade off, says 
Weitz, and their creation has yet to 
be approved by the agricultural 
authorities. Weitz estimated the re- 
quired investment, at July, 3975 
prices, at ILL3.5b. apart from the 
power station to which the desalina- 
tion plant is to be linked. The figure 
seems enormous, even spread over 
35 years, but for a man who can con- 
ceive of emulating Prometheus, 
mobilizing that sum from world 
Jewry and other sources would not 
even rank as a minor miracle.

presently at TL23.2m. 

The total assets of the bank In- 
creased by 892 per cent to reach 
H5.2b. The bank's activities consist 
of the granting of long term real es- 
tate mortgage loans. These are 
primarily housing loans under tbe 
direction of various Government of- 
fices. 

The board of directors will recom- 
mend a final dividend of 9% per cent 
This is in addition to the interim divi- 
dend of 8% per cent paid earlier. The 
total cash dividend of 18 per cent is 
the same paid in the {serious year. 

The board of directors will also 
recommend Issuing bonus shares at 
the rate of 20 per cent (the same as 
3975). Tbe bonus shares will be en- 
titled to the full dividend to be paid in 
1977. 

In the year under consideration, 
the bank Increased the amount of 
loans to 112.5b.

Villa builders going 
out of business

The David Peterson Construction 
Co. Ltd., specializing in the construc- 
tion of villas in the Herzliya and the 
Herzliya Pituah area, has released 
about half its employees, it is learn- 
ed. In the past half year, the com- 
pany has begun work on no more 
than four or five villas a month. 

, A number of considerably smaller 
building contractors specializing in 
Herzliya Pituah have gone out of 
business, it Is understood. Owners of 
villas built by these contractors are 
experiencing difficulties in achiev- 
ing proper registration with the 
Land Registry since the builders 
reportedly did not settle their tax 
debts. 

The David Peterson Company has 
had to change its method of opera- 
tion and is concentrating on renova- 
tion of existing housing units.

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The economy in cold storage 


WHAT WAS to have been a trl-partite package deal designed to 
tide the country over a critical period, seemed to be reduced last 
week to a bi-partisan agreement when the manufacturers 
declined to put their hand to It. Then the Hlstadrut, too, had se- 
cond thoughts. 

me Hlstadrut is naturally reluctant voluntarily to become 
party to an agreement which, according to Treasury demands, 
Is to freeze not only wages but even talks about them. Further- 
more when the package is impeded the freeze on dividends! 
(moat of which have already been distributed) and on profits 
- (which are as yet unknown even to those who make them) has 
little content, while the price freeze can at best only be partial. 
There remains, therefore, the freeze on taxes and on wages. 

The Knesset la unlikely to authorise any. tax Increases in the 
next few months, so that only local taxes remain to be frozen. 
Regarding wages, some agreements have already been signed 
and will not be subject to the freeze. These agreements affect 
the relatively privileged among public employees. Their gains 
will only anger those who will be left out of the race for the time 
being. 

The Hlstadrut Central Committee Is to meet next Thursday to 
debate the freeze agreement. On that same day, several tens of 
thousands of public employees have called for a strike. In these 
circumstances the Hlstadrut Is understandably reluctant to go 
along with the government proposals and run the risk of being 
flouted by Its rank and file. 

The wage-price freeze could, of course, work if the Hlstadrut 
cooperates. It could be a legitimate means to decelerate the rate 
of inflation and restore a measure of stability. But to serve that 
end. It would have to he part of a more comprehensive 
programme of action and would have to be spelled out In detail. 
As' a stop-gap measure, in which the uncertainties are many 
while there Is only one certainty — a wage freeze for those who 
have not succeeded, like the Bank of Israel employees, for ex- 
ample, at the last moment — It will be eyed with suspicion by all 
and With trust by none. 

The freeze should be more than a proposal to put our 
economic problems In cold storage for three months. It should 
be supplemented by an outline of policy looking beyond May 18. 
And to persuade employees to accept it without the need to In- 
voke court orders, it must be more specific than the generalities 
of the national budget. 

It Is unrealistic to think of Imposing the freeze by law or 
decree, as has been discussed by the Government. There must 
be negotiation and persuasion so that the freeze, If It Is im- 
plemented will be based on a minimum of consensus and con- 
fidence. 

To achieve that the Government will have to state clearly how 
the freeze will be thawed out. 


Diplomacy scores 


IF ALL GOES WELL, the military situation at and around the 
southern Lebanese town of Nabatiya will be restored to the 
status quo ante within hours of the arrival of U.S. Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance in Jerusalem tomorrow. In other words; the 
town and its environs will he cleared of Syrian troops acting as 
soldiers of the all-Arab peacekeeping force; and their place will 
be taken by local Lebanese units. 

The removal of the Nabatiya “misunderstanding* ’ — as it was 
once termed. by Defence Minister Shimon Perea. — is Indeed 
timely. It would surely have been unfortunate If Mr. Vance had 
to start his maiden official voyage to the area with a discussion, 
of a matter which in Itself, though not in Its implications, is real- 
ly trifling. American diplomats who had been serving as in- 
termediaries between Israel and Syria saw to It that this did not 
happen. 

The result, as these diplomats have been careful to point out, 
is not an agreement, which carries a connotation of studied for- 
mality. but strictly an “understanding. " This, however, should 
do tor the purpose. 

The entire Incident began some three weeks ago through a 
violation by the Syrians of what Israel— and presumably the 
U.S. as well — had earlier perceived to be a clear mutual un- 
derstanding. Ibis had two aspects. First, Syria would not make 
any major military move southward in Lebanon without com- 
municating its intention to Israel through the U.S. Secondly, 
Syrian troops would not cross the “red line” demarcated by 
Israel across southern Lebanon. 

It may well be that Israel had erred In falling to define that 
“red line” more clearly on the map — although It was also made 
plain that the line had components which were not strictly 
geographical. 

Whatever the case, there can no longer be any misunderstan- 
ding as to where that somewhat elusive line actually runs: it 
runs from Sidon on the Mediterranean to Jezzin near the Syrian 
border. The area south of this line is considered an Israel securi- 
ty belt, where neither Syrian military nor Palestinian terrorists 
are admissible. 

In their public statements, of course, Syrian leaders would not 
acknowledge formal acceptance of any such limitation by 
Israel. President Hafez Assad has taken special care to shift the 
burden of any responsibility for decisions on the moves of 
Syrian troops onto the frail shoulders of Lebanon's Syrian- 
appointed President Elias Sarkis. 

To be sure, Nabatiya Is Just one symptom In a much larger 
problem which remains unsolved. This is- the problem of the 
Syrian presence in Lebanon. Israel reluctantly agreed to the 
Syrian intervention on the ground that it was a lesser evil, and 
on the understanding that It would be temporary. But Israel 
should not be expected to resign itself with equanimity to the 
prospect of a Syrian Anachluss with Lebanon, under whatever 
guise.

The new arms embargo 


The U.S. ban on the export of 
the Kflr fighter plane will 
harm Israel's defence 
capability, and is hot likely to 


benefit the U.S; itself in any 
conceivable . way, says Post 
economic editor MEIR 
MERHAV. 
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NOT A FEW Israelis have always 
considered this co u n t ry's participa- 
tion In the international arms trade 
with a measure of distaste. Many 
consider it a necessary evil, rather 
than the development of Just one 
more export branch which can and 
should be promoted without scruple. 

The United States' refusal to per- 
mit the-export of the Kflr to Ecuador 
touches upon one of the most fun- 
damental issues of U.S.-Israel 
relations. The formal grounds far that 
refusal, namely that the Kflr la 
equipped with an American engine, 
are Irrelevant to the issue. Bluntly 
put, it is within the power of the U.S. 
to embargo any exports of arms . 
from Israel, whether or not they con- 
tain American components or 
technology. 

At Issue are the basic premises of 
American support of Israel. In the 
arms race with Its enemies, Israel is 
forced to compete not only with the 
military-industrial might of the 
Soviet Union, but also with massive 
arms sales by France, England and 
the U.S. itself. All these arm amenta, 
irrespective of whether they are sold 
to “confrontation countries" or to 
"non-confrontation countries" such 
as Saudla or Libya, can be massed at 
short notice against Israel. A tiny na- 
tion with limited resources must,, 
therefore, confront the quantitative 
military might of a superpower, at 
least so far as conventional arms are 
concerned.

The rhythm of Bharata Natyam, the 
classical South Indian dance, unac- 
companied by music, had the same 
effect on daisies, marigolds and 
petunias. Apparently, repeated 
musical stimulation effects positive 
changes in the arrangement of 
chromosomes in plant cells, with 
“musically excited mimosa plants 
passing on their newly acquired 
growth qualities to their offspring." 

Not content with flowers, the 
■professor went on to experiment 
with farm crops. He extended his 
field work to take In oat? In 
Australia, wheat in Canada and 
maize, onions and tobacco In the 
United States. Increased yields of 
between 15 and 65 per cent were 
recorded. 

The music chosen for the trials in 
India included nine ragassxxd Bach's 
Sonatas in G Minor and D Minor. 
Half-hour broadcasts from 
loudspeakers placed between three 
and 15 metres from the plant were 
made once daily after sunrise.

The cost of that 
production, in turn, depends upon its 
scale, and the scale depends upon 
the ability to export a certain propor- 
tion of the arms produced.

Hie Hm-tning of Israeli arms sales 
abroad' Is seen by many as a 
straightforward attempt to Increase 
Israel's dependence upon American 
arms supplies — as a possible lever 
for applying political pressure. The 
argument 'that the embargo on the 

export of the Kfir has its grounds in 
the reluctance of the U.S. to assist an 
armaments escalation in Latin 
America convinces few Israelis, who 
are all too aware of the realities of 
international competition in the 
weapons trade. The argument that 
such exports exploit — unfairly, as it 
has been put In some quarters — 
American military support by using 
Its technology for economic advan- 
tages doesn't stand up to the facts or 
to logic. Most technologies can, at 
least In the long run, be replaced to a 
greater or lesser extent by sub- 
stitutes.
